ARCHANGEL, Feb. 1, (Associated 
Press.)—While they have succeeded in 
capturing the Shenkursk and Taresevo 
sectors, the Bolsheviki are still unable 
to make any impression on the Amer? 
ican and allied lines on the Dvina sector 
near Tulgas. For the ‘second time 
within a week a‘night attack by the 
enemy there was repulsed by the Amer- 
icans 4nd the Scotch. 

The latest attack occurred early Fri- 
Gay. The Bolsheviki stormed the upper 
Tulgas, but met with severe resistance 
from the American patrol, who, how- 
ever, withdrew, giving their artillery a 
clean sweep of the village. The Ameri- 
cans killed twenty of the Bolsheviki and 
wounded twenty, and also took seven 
prisoners. The allied patrols on the 
Taresevo sector moved southward 
twelve miles without encountering the 
enemy. 

The indications are that.the Bolsheviki 
are not following the Americans on their 
line of retreat here, but are moving in 
the direction of the. Dvina in an effort 
to cut off the Dvina and Vaga forces at

NOT PERMANENT 


Control of Food and Raw Ma- 
terial Imports Necessary 
in Reconstruction.

Officials Explain Why British Firms 
Need Protection at

LONDON, Feb. 1.—The British Gov- 
ernment, THE NEw YORK TIMES cor- 
respondent learned today from an au- 
thoritative source, has no intention of 
pursuing an exclusionist policy with 
regard to the forty-nine articles at 
present permitted to be imported 
freely, but on which restrictions are 
again to be placed. , 

They fall into two classes. ‘On one 
of these restrictions will be put from 
July 1. This class consists of food 
and raw materials, and the British 
Government contends that it is forced 
to subject these again to license on 
account of the international situation, 
as it is well known that there is a 
worldwide shortage in them and the 
general subject is under discussion to- 
day at Paris. 

No one: expects that it will be pos- 
sible to dispense for some time with 
rationing food and raw materials by 
international agreement, and, it is said 
here, no one today can say how that 
rationing. will. be worked out. The 
British authorities feel that it is neces- 
sary. to place. a. time limit om the 
present freedom, and that if they did 
not do so.they might find. themselves 
confronted. with pleas that firms have 
entered into contracts which ‘intérfere 
with the restrictions and that they 
must be permitted to carry thém out. 

Therefore the present announce- 
ment, it is held, should be construed 
as meaning that business men who 
make long contracts now in these arti- 
cles do so at their own peril. There 
will undoubtedly be importing licenses 
in them granted after July 1, but no 
one now can tell on what. terms. 

Deny Preparing for Protection. 

“Of the category of goods on which 
the freedom to import will cease on 
March 1 and which are of a more gen- 
eral character, the British Government 
does not deny that licenses wil], be re- 
imposed in the interest of British man- 
ufacturers, but it declares that the re- 
strictions will be,considered merely as 
a temporary measure, and are not be- 
ing imposed now with any. thought of 
the possible adoption by Great Britain 
of a protective system. 

That is a political question which 
will come up later. The restrictions 
are said tq be a purely administrative 
measure to meet a great emergency. 

Boots and shoes, it was explained to 
Tue TiImMeEs correspondent, formed a 
special case, and there were partic- 
ular reasons why for a time the im- 
portation of American shoes should be 
prohibited absolutely. During the war 
England had to provide enormous 
quantities of footgear, not only for 
herself but for her allies. This was 
only possible by the Government tak- 
ing over the entire trade, from the 
hides to the completed shoes. Official 
control is now.over, but it is declared 
to be impossible for the British manu- 
facturers to turn around quickly and 
produce goods for the general market. 

Not Aimed at One Country. 

Asa matter of fact, the British au- 
thorities say that American manufac- 
turers should not think that the policy 
is directed especially .against them. 
English manufacturers have suffered 
during the war from competition of

For example, at one time it was 
thought that no great harm would be 
done, if .the restrictions were removed 
from the importation of bootlaces,: but 
when one country proceeded to .in- 
crease its importations from sixty. to 
1,200 tons the British bootlace men 
complained. 

It is emphasized that there is no in- 
tention of shutting out all American 
importations even in those articles for 
iwhich import licenses will be again 
eo March 1. Kecognized Ameri- 

importers will receive permission 
hy bring in their goods and will‘ have 
their supplies regulated with regard to 
their compétitors in- proportion to what 
they were importing before the war. 
During the period of greatest restric- 
tion,. the authorities say, these well- 
established firms were always allowed 
to import what was known as “‘ the 
trickle ’’—that is, just. about enough 
goods to keep. them going—and it is 
hoped that_now they will be able to get 
a more substantial quantity. 

Only firms which have net-tiden im- 
porters to the British market are 
likely to find that 'the gates are closed 
to them. The British realize that this 
prevents proper élasticity 6f trade, but 
they .argue that under the circum- 
stances it is unfortunately necessary.

FRANCE. 

France wants first of all,, Alsace-

The French Government does not ask 
for a protectorate in Syria in, the ordi- 
nary sense, because it considers that the 
population there is too advanced to 
make a protectorate necessary; but 
France, on account of her traditional 
interests in that country, feels that she 
should be called upon to exercise some 
sort of. guardianship or guidance until 
Syria is fully able to govern herself. 


! GREAT BRITAIN. 


Great Britain’s delegation believes 
that a Society of Nations is “desirable 
and obtainable, and that it must be es- 
tablished by the present Peace Con- 
ference. She advances .no Continental 
demands other than that a permanent 
and just peace be concluded, and that 
under the principle of self-determina- 
tion tnere shall be international freedom 
of transit by railroads and waterways, 
which is Great Britain's. general defini- 
tion of freedom of commerce in times of 
peace. 

Great Britain proposes to take man- 
datory power over the German islands 
south of the equator for Australia and 
over German Southwest Africa for the 
Union of South Africa. She.also ex- 
pects to have the mandate over German 
East Africa and some parts of Arabia, 

and ‘she has particular claims in this 
respec. over Mesopotamia. Great Brit- 
ain. will enter a pool- with the other 
Allies in the matter of indemnittes, ‘es- 
pecially reparation for air raid dam- 
ages and shipping losses. 

ITALY. 

Italy asks for the Trentino as far as 
the Brenner Pass, in¢luding the whole 
of Southern Tyrol, Trieste, Istria, 
Fiume, Zara, Sebenico, the larger part 
of the Dalmatian Islands, Avlona and 
its hinterland; a protectorate over Al- 
bania ; posséssion of the islands in. the 
Aegean which were taken from Turkey 
in~the Tripolitan war, and the province 
ot Adalia if France and England take 
territory in’ Asia Minor.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—Although France, 
in common with the other big powers, 
accepts provisionally the Wilson man- 
datory principle | as to ‘the German 
colonies, she does not like it. The 
conditions under which she indorses it 
are so vague that the door is left wide 
open for her to repudiate it if she does 
not approve its concrete application. 
But in the French press, which speaks 
the wishes of Clemenceau and ‘Pichon, 


rather than the avowed utterances of 
those statesmen themselves, this real 
attitude is indicated. 

For example, several Paris papers 
make a hero and a martyr out of Pre- 
mier Hughes of Australia’ because of 
his stubborn fight against the Wilson 
mandatory principle as applied to New 
Guinea. Le Matin this morning had 
a long article by Stephane Lauzanne 


on the Hughes fight, the printing. of- 


which. is significant as a - protest 
against the American attitude on this 
phase of the peace making. 

** He has begun an ardent, tena- 
cious fight on the question of the Ger- 
man colonies in the Pacific,’’ writes 
Lauzanne of Hughes. ‘‘ He is of those 
who demand the immediate liquidation 
and attribution of these colonies. -He 
is not_at all sure he has last his fight. 
He certainly does not mit himself 
beaten.’’ 

Lauzanne then quotes Hughes as 
follows: 

‘« We have no objection.in Australia 
to the mandate principle, but let the 
mandate define immediately “what it 
gives and requires. You offer to rent 
&@ house and ask the price and respon- 
sibilities, whereupon you are told that 
will be determined’ by a council-to’con- 
vene one, two, or three years ‘hence. 
So, until then, yeu can know nothing 
of what you pay or the rules regulat- 
ing you. 

‘* That is no solution of this Ger- 
man colony problem. © I will: not sub- 
scribe to it. We have already at the 
Quai d’Orsay a League of Nations 
capable of deciding these questions. 

‘* We have had more losses than 
America with her 100,000,000 people. 
When we have been.asked to sacrifice 
ourselves in battle we did not demand 
tHe organization of an international 
tribune .to. decide the matter.

hesitation, argument or chicanery, we 
find a new form of procedure for. Te 
impursing damages.

Entering the Homestretch Today. 

Tomorrow the League of Nations 
‘Commission expects to enter upon the 
homestretch of its work. It will have 
before it in black and white the tenta- 
tive-what is called the working— 
formula for the organization of the 
league which will define its functions 
and set forth its objects. 
less dispatch Saturday night I told 
gome of the most important things that 
had been agreed upon by the negotia- 
tors.. These includéd a tentative agree- 
ment to abolish military conscription, 
the reduction of land and naval arma- 
ments, with a provision forbidding the 
use of the submarine as a weapon of 
war, and the application of an eco- 
nomic boycott as a means of disciplin- 
ing nations violating the principles 
_and regulations of the league. 

I am able to add something in the 
way of explanation to the brief outline 
given in that dispatch. 

Financial considerations had much— 
not most—to do with bringing about 
the agreements reached by the rep- 
resentatives of the Governments 
which have, been éngaged in the 
effort to work out a formula 
‘for the League of Nations. The 
war has left all the belligerents huge 
debts, which some find it difficult 
to carry. In these circumstances they 
are obliged to consider ways and 
means for reducing, or at least pre- 
venting, an increase of heavy taxation 
imposed on the people. Take Great 
Britain, for example. 
gelf with a debt of $40,000,000,000. 
The interest on this amount at 5 per 
cent.. is $2,000,000,000. . Add to that 
another billion for annual expenses 
and it is seen that the British Govern- 
ment is obliged to raise $3,000,000,000 
annually. That would not include pro- 
vision ‘for the naval and military ex- 
pansion which confronted the Euro- 
pean nations when the constant fear 
of a great war was on,them. Other 
belligerent countries find themselves 
in the same situation. The war has 
left:them poorer as Governments, with 
grave problems of finance confronting 
them. It is easy to see that they are 
willing to adopt measures’ through 
joint agreement that will save money. 
One way of saving is providing against 
& race between Governments in build- 
ing up armaments. 

This is the reason why the proposal 
for the curtailment of naval building 
programs and the elimination of great 
armies appeared to those gathered to 
discuss ways of making the League of 
Nations a practical thing. It will 
probably surprise many people to hear 
that Great Britain is quite sympa- 
thetic to the proposal to reduce naval 
armaments; but a little reflection will 
bring back to memory the efforts made 
ever since Winston Churchill’s day as 
First. Lord of the Admiralty, seven 
years. ago, to induce Germany to enter 
into - a mutual arrangement for a 

*! breathing spell ’’ in the construc- 
tion of warships. That effort failed— 
a circumstance which the German 
rulers; with their fleet not daring to 
take a chance against the powerful 
naval force of Great Britain, must 
have mulled over sorrowfully during 
the period of the war. 

“Naval Curtailment Certain. 

Gresit Britain is still only too willing 
to perfect the arrangement suggested 
to Germany, and in this she has found 
ready acquiescence on the part of the 
Ameriean representatives at the Peace 
Conference. The terms of the arrange- 
ment are not disclosed, because, for 
one reason, all the details are not yet 
worked out; but it is assured that a 
naval curtailment provision will be 
written into the peace treaty. 

As has been told in Paris dispatches 
to Tus New Yorx Times, the United 
States,. while willing to agree that 
naval. armaments be curtailed, con- 
tends. that the American Government 
is entitled to build as many warships 
as any other. This means the United 
States will have no restrictions placed 
on its building program up to the 

number of vessels which Great Britain, 
for example, will be privileged to. con- 
struct. Peace agitators may work out 
@ sliding scale of naval construction, 
but, whatever arrangement is made, 
the United States will hold that its 
long; coast line, its remoféness from 
its insular possessions, and the great 
increase in its merchant marine, en- 
title it to have as large a fleet as bony 
ether nation. 

But beyond these cunsincesiiatin, the 
United States will stand on the princi- 
ple that the fundamental doctrine of 
the League of Nations is that no one 
nation shall be so powerful as to be 
able to control the seas.alone. As I 
pointed out in a previous dispatch, this 
contention is based merely on princi- 

‘ple, and the argument that it. applies 
directly’ to Great Britain falls before 
the complete understanding between

Financial considerations will have a 
large influence, also, in the attention 
which the League’ Commission will 
give to the proposal to abolish con- 
scription. The-resort to raising armies 
by voluntary enlistment means a great 
reduction in military establishments. 
Great Britain and the United States 
are as one in this matter. 

The attitude of France is not clearly 
known. Italy, while sympathetic, has 
expressed fear that the volunteer sys- 
tem will prove more expensive than 
conscription. Her uncertainty is based 
on the fedling that men will not volun- 
teer without attractive inducements as 
to pay. Qne point to be considered is 
that an American pbtivate soldier re- 
ceives as much pay as an Italian Sec- 
ond Lieutenant. However, this atti- 
tude on Italy’s part is not unbending, 
for throughout the negotiations the 
Italian representatives have shown an 
interest and willingness that is en- 
couraging to the effort to make the 
League of Nations a going concern. 
Their objection is merely put forward 
as a suggestion for the serious con- 
sideration of the league commission. 
The answer, which will probably be 
accepted, .will be found in arrange- 
ments that will insure Italy from 
danger through the requirement that 
her enemies be obliged to keep their 
armies at a strength which will re- 
move the menace that has existed for 
so many years. 

The League of Nations agreement 
will recognize the principle of no an- 
nexations and the application of a sys- 
tem of mandatories under which all

SCANDINAVIA.

INDIA READY 10 AID 
IN COLONIAL RULE

His Highness has a command of 
English such as one would expect only 
from a man educated in an English 
public school and university. Lord 
Sinha speaks English as if it were his 
mother tongue. He was educated in 
England, where he joined the bar and 
his work as a barrister and advocate 
general of Bengal has always been 
conducted in that language. 

When I questioned His 
fegarding the loyalty of India,

| Maharajah replied: 


‘* It is only those who do not know 
India who could doubt her loyalty to 
the British Empire. Loyalty fs the 
foundation of the aspirations both of 
the princes and the people. It is the 
spirit which guides us in our pursuit 
of these aspirations.’’ 

Lord Sinha confirmed this view 
when asked the meaning of the unrest 
of which so much has been heard in 
America. Lord Sinha replied: 

‘* Unrest is a word of very wide sig- 
nification. There has been unrest in 
India in the past ard will be in the 
future, as there is unrest in every 
country which is striving to work out 
its own salvation. 

‘‘ There are in India men who frank- 
ly hold revolutionary views and who 
would like to sever the connection be- 
tween India and the empire. Their 
number is infinitesimal, but owing to 
the machinations of German agents 
they became during the war a danger 
to society and it was found necessary 
to deal with them under the Defense 
of India act, and so to prevent thém 
from ‘spreading revolutionary propa- 
ganda among the ignorant. 

‘* With the end of the war the im- 
portance of this numerically infini- 
tesimal band. is greatly diminished. 

‘*But India has great political 
aspirations. She is proud of her posi- 
tion Within the British Empire, but 
she aspires to control her own internal 
affairs as the people of Great Britgin, 
Australia, and Canada control theirs.

Germans Redoubling Their Efforts 
to Raise Formidable Army.

COBLENZ, Feb. 2:—Reports reaching 
the headquarters of the American.Army 
of Occupation show that; the Berlin 
Government is redoubling its efforts to 
raise a formidable army for the Posen 
front. 

New appeals for volunteers have bean 
sent out. The recruiting is done by %the 
various army corps staffs throughout 
German}. Each recruit must have had 
six months of active service. He en- 
lists’ for a month and can withdraw on 
two’ weeks’ notice, or he can be dis- 
charged by his commanding officer on 
two weeks’ notice. 

The ‘new instructions direct that the 
troops be sent east as rapidly as possi- 
‘ble,, the designated districts being East 
Prussia, Pomerania, Posen, Upper 
Silesia, and West Prussia. There are in- 
dications that no large forces ‘are in- 
tended for use against the Bolsheviki in 
East Prussia, but large forces are des- 
tined for the Posen front. If plans of 
those in charge of the recruiting pan ous 
the Germans will have an army corps of 
considerable size against the Poles with- 
in a very short time ; fn fact, they would 
be able shortly to do about as they 
wished with the Polish forces. However, 
the volunteering, official notices show, is 
not ‘brisk in many- districts.

scheduled once‘a week, if’ convenient, 
in the language of international altru= 
ism.and Wilsonian ethics, but all the 
time she is thinking of what the old 
enemy across the Rhine is going to do 
next. ; 

At this moment it is the threat of 
the ‘' self-détermination ’’ plebiscite of 
German Austria controlled by German 
agents. Frankly, France is worried by 
the increasing signs she sees of the 
developing foreign policy of Germany, 
‘and her specific concern at this mio- 
ment in that: direction is the possibil- 
ity this very month of February of 
just such a_ plebiscite .té determine 
whether ‘German ‘Austria shall be an- 
nexed ‘to Germany. 

The population of this part of the 
former dual monarchy is practically 
all German, so from that viewpoint 
alone, leaving out other considerations, 
it would gé to Germany under the Wil- 
son nationality principle. To bring that 
about is one of two cardinal points 
ofthe new. German foreign policy so 
far sufficiently defined as to be recog- 
nized as such a policy. The ‘other 
point is to do everything possible to 
give ‘the new. Polish State a bad _ start 
and keep it weak and powerless in the 





future. By stating these two things 
Germany is desiring and working for. 
you have got the two things France is 
most concerned to prevent. 

France, if possible, would gladly 
swap her future hopes of a League 
of Nations if she could do now évery- 
thing she would like to Germany. She 
would care very little about what hap-‘ 
pened to the islands in’ the Pacific 
Ocean if she could be sure of a strong: 
Poland, get the left bank of the Rhine 
and remove forever the possibility of 
German Austria being annexed ‘to Ger- 
many. 

Such annexation is looked upon by 
France as an immediate danger. A 
plebiscite is probable soon, and Ger- 
man agents in Austria have been most 
active preparing for it. It is some- 
thing the Peace Conference has not 
given any time to yet. France would 
take now quick preventive action. 

If it is impossible to prevent the vot- 
ing of thé Austrian Germans on the’ 
question of self-determination France 
would at least have the Peace Confer- ; 
ence issue a formal warning that the! 
result of such a plebiscite would not be, 
wonsidered im any way as a4vidence, 
when tHe time comes to settle the-fut- 
ure. allegiance or. independence of Ger- 
man Austria. :

In reply to the seazeetion that the 
American troops might. be withdrawn 
from Northern Russia, in the Archangel 
sector, if the Princes Islands conference 
were not held, M. Pichon said that the 
conference had not yet considered what 
steps would be taken in event of failure, 
and that theré had been no consulta- 
tions eveh on the subject: since the 
invitations ,had been dispatched. 

As for French activities. in Southern 
Russia, he declared that those troops 
were simply protecting the ports. The 
news from the Archangel. section was 
not sufficiently definite as yet to justif 
any conclusion. Undoubtedly, he added, 
the. Bolshevik: had stronger forces there 
now than they had before, so it had 
been considered safer to brin ng. al- 
lied troops closer together. at was 
all: that- could be said now, except that 
he did not*regard ‘the situation danger- 
ous, and it might be said that if the 
Bolshevikt were stronger in the north 
they had become weaker elsewhere. 

As to the campaign of the Esthonians, 
all those new Governments were in the 
same position’ They had some troops, 
but lacked the equipment and munitions 
with which, they asserted, they could 
“gecure results and make a successful 
campaign. It was difficult, commented 
the Minister, to learn. whether that -was 
true. 

In Ukraine the people also lacked 
arms, munitions, and other supplies. 
They were just able to repel invasion 
at e present time.- If the Ukraine 
ee rg were once persuaded that their 

nds could not en from them 
again they would be strongly anti-Bol- 
shevist. : 

Asked if France had decided ‘to hand 
over the region in the Balkans occupied 
Ly. her troops to Greece, the Minister 
replied :

Fuel power 
can be developed near the mines and the 
wasteful transportation of coal by rail- 
road to that extent avoided. 

‘“‘T am reliably ‘informed that as a 
conservatiwe estimate 50 per cent. of 
the fuel now used by the railroads in 
this territory can be saved ‘through the 
operation of trains. by electricity instead 
of by steam locomotives, because of the 
much higher efficiency that can be ob- 
tained in the economical central station 
in comparison with the wasteful steam 
locomotive. 

‘The transmission of this energy as 
electricity instead of the hauling ‘of coal 
by rail will relieve the railroads of this: 
territory of an enormaus freight burden,.

In“making these pro- 
posals the committee recommends the 
enlargement of the Federal Trade Com-~- 
mission and urges that its membership 
be raised from five,.as at present, to 
nine, and that it bé made a strict’ su- 
pervisory body. In this respect the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission would bear much 
the ‘same relation to Federal trade as 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
bears to the railroads.

NEW YORK’S MOTOR TRUCKS 


Over 75,000 in the State, of Which 
New York City Has 32,000. 


Figures just compiled by Secretary of 
State Francis M. Hugo give the registra- 
tion of. motor trucks, for the past two 
years, in the Bronx, Kings, New York, 
Queens, and Richmond counties, the 
amount paid in registering, as well as 
the percentage of registration increase 
in the various counties the past year 
over 1917. They are of Interest to motor 
truck distributers, to the business world 
in general and likewise to other sec- 
tions of this State which have also en- 
joyed a remarkable expansion in the 
number of their motor trucks during the 
last twélve months. 

New York City has approximately 32,- 
000 motor trucks, representing a gain of 
7,000 for the year. During the same 
period New ork State increased its 
trucks from 55,402 to 75,268, a year’s gain 
of 219,866 vehicles representing 34 per 


cent.

SOLDIERS’ RIGHTS DEFINED. 


Newton Explains Status of Those 
, Who Held State Jobs. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—Attorney General 
Cnarles D:' Newton has prepared an 
opinion, which was made public tonight, 
defining the rights of returning sol- 
diers, sailors, and‘ marines who were 
State or municipal officers or employes 
at the time of their enlistment or induc- 
tion into service. \ . 

The opistion was rendered in interpret- 
ing a wartime amendment to the State’s 
military laws in which it was provided 
that civil officers and employes enter- 
ing Federal military service could re- 
turn to their old positions if they de- 
stied, that the difference between their 
civil and military pay should be paid 
by the State or cities and that their 
promotion and advancement rating; 
should be retained. 

The. intent of the statute, he says, !s 
to have a soldier treated in matters of 
reinstatement, ‘re-employment, promo- 
tion, vacation, and compensation ex- 
actly as if he had not been away. His 
rights are no greater and no less than 
if there had been no war. 

Where a civil employe would have 
been entitled to ‘promotion as of a 
definite date, if hé’ were not in the 
army, he should get it on.that date in 
spite of his absence, and should be

"WRONG METHOD OF CONTROL 


Question Never Peebicly Dealt With 
by Governments or Politi- 
cians, He Declares. 


Sir Charles Carrick Allom, héad of an 
important “airplane factory and. several 
other commercial enterprises. in Eng- 
land, who is staying at: the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel, said: yesterday that the. most 
serious problém before the -world’ today 
‘Was the labor question which, he assert: 
ed, had ntver been ‘properly faced and 
dealt with by Gevernments .or ‘poli- 
ticlans, - j 

‘* The chief trouble is that the trade 
unions have always sought to. control 
the work instead of the hours,’’ he con- 
tinued. -‘‘I can give-you an. instance 
of what ‘I mean which ‘occurred at one 
of our airplane factories. before I left 
England. I-was walking through one 
of the sheds where men were employed 
on the construction of feur hulls when 
I noticed a red! placard which read: ‘A 
pound a day rqr every man.’ ; 

“* That is what is regarded here as 35 
a day. I asked the men about it and 
teld them that the company would be 
pleascd to pay them £3 per day if they 
would.earn it. I pointed out that 
seventy men had been working for elabt 
weeks and made half the hulls of the 
four airships which were needed by the 
Government as ‘soon as ‘possible /for 
bombing purposes and we were prepared 
to pay thé e amount of money for 
‘the work if it was done in less time. 
~ ‘<The effect of this was that the re- 
maining. halves of the: airships were 
finished in four weeks. This. speeding 
up‘in our workshops went on for a few 
weeks and the men were earning $50 to 
* $60 a week instead of $25 or $30 until the 
trade unions heard of it. Then they 
gent delegates to the factory to tell the 
men the heinous offense they were com- 
mitting against labor and that it would 
lead to their being thrown out of work. 
Consequently the men’ reluctantly went 
back. to the come day, go day, God send 
payday, methods. : 

“Labor mast be graded in order to 
produce satisfactory results and all three 
grades, A, B, C, must be regule«ted by a 

roperly organized committee so that 
both employers and employes get ‘a 
square deal. When you offer the chance 
for promotion and better pay to the 
-~young man you will have better wor, 
manship and improve the status of the 
labor classes in every way. 

“"The food question, so far as the staple 
necessities of life are concerned, would 
have the effect of increasing wages 
When it was decided by the committee 
that the cost of living had increased s0 

uch per cent. Trade union officials 
fiave always been afraid to let the wo 
a. know too much in fear of 108 ng 
their own comfortable jobs.

PATERSON, N. J., Feb. 2.—More than 
30,000. workers’ in the ‘silk industry” in 
this city will have left their looms by 
Tuesday ‘in their effort to obtain a 
forty-seven “hour working week,- ac- 
cording’ to Louis Magnat, Chairman 
‘of. the _Workers’ Committee. . He~ de- 
glared that 15,000; surely would strike 
-{ tomorrew, - ‘and:: ‘that the ranks of those 
first to declare :war would be swelled 
continuously until, the industry, as far 
as Paterson was’ concerned, Was com- 
Pletely tied up. He. further’ promised 
that the strike would not be marked ‘by 
disorder, that workers would not gather 
at the mills and that the local authori- 
ties would have no cause to complain. 

“« We did not accept the proposition of 
the manufacturers to. submit our differ- 
ences to the War Labor Board,” satd 
Magnat, ‘‘ because we’ felt that the 
manufacturers’ had ‘Waited too. long 
before submitting this proposition to the 
workers. They’ were notified two: months 
ago and the matter should have. ‘been 
taken up with the War Labor Board 
then. .We do not consider that we have 
been treated fairly.’’ 

A spokesman for the manufacturers’ 
association said today thatthe refusal 
of “the members*of the organization to 
gTant the forty-seven-hour .week . was 
practically Sag Waal 10h that the silk in- 
dustry was at present bearing a’! many 
burdens as it could ‘stahd;: but if ‘the 
hours‘ef work. could be ‘standardized 
throughout the country by such’ an 
agency gs the’ War. Labor Board they 
might find it incumbent.upon. them: to 
suffer the lessened output and increased 
cost of production following the estab- 
lishment of shortened hours. 

‘The mills will be opened ‘at 7 o'clock 
tomosrow morning .as usual,-and those 
‘who have announced their intention to 
strike may ‘go to work at that hour, but 
‘if they. remain away until] 7:30. o'clock 
the employers will consider that they 
are on strike and close their: shops. The 
workers, on the other hand, assert that 
they will report at the later hour, and 

they are not permitted to work they 

ill consider it a lockout by the. manu- 
facturers. 

it Was annoynced here today -that 
three mills, the Lyons Silk Company, 

Féx ‘Siik Company, and Audiger & 
Meyer Company had granted their 


workers’ demand for a forty-seven houf 
week, arid that the strike Would not in- 
terfere with work-in these shops, which 
employ about 1,000 workers. The tmha- 
jority of manufacturers have announced 
their intention to maintain” the fifty- 
‘hour week, which senergily prevails in 
the industry here. 

The history of the present difficulty 
in Paterson in brief is that the workers 
presented demands for a forty-four-hour 
week which -the manufacturers refused. 
A compromise of forty-eight hours. was 
suggested, and this was $e rejectal 
by the manufacturers. ithout con- 
sulting the manufacturers, at @ meeting. 
on Thursday a the sho) ee 
adopted a resolution: favor a forty- 
seven-hour week, and the w S were 
directed to report at 7:30 o'clock to- 
1uorrow instead of a half hour earlier. 


Charles Cheney, \President of the Silk 
Association of America, yesterday de- 
scribed the demand of workers in the 
silk industry for shorter hours as ill- 
eonsidered tn view of the many burdens 
at present being borne’ by the manu- 
facturers. He said that the shorter 
working day. lted increased cost of 
production and lessened oxmtput, and 
intolerable Céndition to 
manufacturers in an industry in which 
workers are at present laboring from 
fifty to fifty-six hours a week. 

‘** We believe,’ said Mr. Cheney, “ 
the demarids have sprung from an in- 
tomplete understanding of the indus- 
trial situation, and we hope that the 
judgment of the more. serious-mindéd 
workers will lead to a reconsidération. 
Due consideration should be given to 
the fact that the silk tndustry has for 
years been.upon:a more adyanced. basis 
sthan.any other textiles.
